Our handy Michelin guide of 
Paris and recommendations of 


days and three nights in the city. 
Friday found us up early to enjoy 
our Continental breakfast of juice, 
hard roll and'croissant with butter 
and jam, and eafe au‘ lait or choe- 
late. We spent the morning at 
Versailles, the fabulous palace of 
Louis XIV, XV, and XVI. History 
came alive as-we walked through 
the royal apartments, Marie An- 
.toinette’s bedroom, the Hall of 
Mirrors with a well-informed 
guide. The sun came. out long 
enough for us to enjoy the gar- 
dens but disappeared in the haze 


.as we approached the Eiffel Tower 


on our return. to Paris. 

Pam had her first experience 

“haggling” with a street vendor 
nearby, and we were all much 
impressed by the size of the Eif- 
fel Tower. Due to the fog and the 
cold weather, we did not climb it. 
Instead we walked along the 
Champ de Mars to the Invalides, 
built for soldiers returning from 
war. We spent several hours af- 
ter lunch at the Army Museum 
(not long enough by Paul’s and 
Tom's standards!), Whole rooms 
of suits of armor for men and 
horses, weapons and guns of ali 
kinds, detailed displays of World 
War I and II battles, dress, and 
events were fascinating. Nearby we 
visited Napoleon’s tomb; he is 
certainly Paris’. most revered he- 
ro. 
Atuthe Rodin Museum we saw 
the original sculptures of the 
Thinker, The Kiss, The Hand of 
God and other works. Closing time 
found us seeking a Metro station, 
buying a carnet which would en- 
able the five of us to ride twice 
on the subway. When we decided 
which train we needed, 4% of us 
got aboard before the doors closed. 
We timed the doors and found 
they stay open 13 seconds, so we 
scrambled to get off or on in rec- 
ord time after that. 

Dinner in a French restaurant 
(we resisted the lure of McDon- 
ald's) iricluded onion soup au gra- 
tin, snails, mushroom salad topped 
off by crepes and hot chestnuts 
ought from the street vendor near 
our hotel. We found prices were 
high, as we had expected, but we 
were able to order and gét good 
service with our less-than-perfect 
French. We were surprised that 
many signs were in French and 
German; I was éncouraged to find 
I cotild read some of that German, 
too, 

On Saturday morning our guide 
took us oii a city tour starting with 
the Sacre Cower (Sacred Heart} 
Church) atop Mont Matre and the 
painters Square néarby, to the 
3,000 year old obelisk at the Place 
dé la Coricorde, where the guillo- 
tine once stood; we proceeded 
down the Champs Elyssés to the 
énormous Are dé Triomphe, then 
along the Left Bank in the area’ 
of the Sorbonne and the Latin 
Quarter.

Reims we stopped at the Sister 
Cathedral to Notre Damé and: tour- 
ed a champagne cellar. Both were 
very worthwhile, and we were es- 
pecially fascinated by the cellars 
three floors underground. These 
were tunneled out by monks and 
provide the exact temperature 
needed to age the champagne. 


Our trip back was made more 
exciting by the fact that we had 
to be in Frankfort by 7:30 that 
evening in order to catch the 
duty train back to Berlin. When 
it became obvious at Heidelberg 
that we would not make it in time 
on the bus, we were taken to a 
train station arid left there. The 
tension mounted as we stood in 
line for. tickets, finally got them 
(my German came through again) 
and arrived at the correct track 
with nine minutes to spare. From 
then on everything went smoothly 
and we got to Frankfurt in plenty 
of time. We had a good sleep on 
the train and arrived in Berlin’ at 
6:00 a. m. to catch buses and be 
home by 7:00. A rather weary but 
happy group left for school at 
8:00 none the worse for our hec- 
tie schedule but very enthusiastic 
about Paris. :

December 17, 1878 
Bethel — A severe rain storm 
set in here Tuesday morning, last-

Volunteers will be interviewing 
their farm neighbors during the 
mext few months in a Maine farm 
accident and health survey for the 
University of Maine at Orono’s 
Coopenative Extension Service. 

The “Down-the-Road” canvass is 
part of a fact-finding study to 
point out problems and serve as 
a basis-for a safety and health 
program geared to meet the needs 
o£ rural people throughout the 
state, according to Marvin W. 
Blumenstock, CES safety special- 
ist. CES Extension Agents from 
all parts of the state are taking an 
active role in the program, 

Blumenstock said he hoped that 
all rural residents would cooper- 
ate in the survey. “This is not a 
government survey which will re- 
sult in more regulations,” he 
said. “Hopefully the survey will 
point out areas where regulation 
can be lessened, and pain and 
suffering from faim accidents xe- 
duced.” 

Interviewers will ask for acci-

Christmas in Germany starts 
with the Advent wreaths and 
greens sold on the sidewalks all 
over the city. For weeks people 
have been putting greens and 
wreaths on graves in cemeteries 
that look like beautifully kept city 
parks. 

Most stores sell a variety of 
Advent calendars to help children 
count the days until Weihnacten- 
mann comes, 

‘On the eve of Dec. 6, children 


_put their shoes outside the door 


for Saint Nikolaus. In the morning 


good children find chocolate; bad 


children find switches. Some find 
both! 

Wooden nutcrackers and pyra- 
mids decorate homes. Pyramids 
are made of wood and operate like 
Angel Chimes often used in the 


’ States. Heat from the candles turn 


a fan at the top and wooden dec- 
orations rotate. Small wooden orn- 
aments on Christmas trees are set 
off by white lights shaped like 
candles. Real candles are rarely 
used now. 

By Dec. 10 evergreen trees are 
sold from sidewalk stands. Many 
of these are live trees in large 
containers. Since the ground is not 
frozen, these trees can be easily 
planted after the holidays. 

The store windows are filled 
with wooden toys and handsome 
dolls. White lights adorn outside 
trees and storefronts. Colored 
lights are only seen in American 
homes in tthe area. On a recent 
downtown window-shopping trip, I 
noticed several large xylophones 
set up outside the largest: départ- 
ment store. Adults and children 
amused themselves with simple 
tunes—a big improvement over the 
blaring Christmas music usually 
pouring forth from stores that I 
remember,
